Land Office.

This document, which accompanied the Presi¬
dent s Message, is <;uite lengthy, occupying over

four columns in the Union. We learn from it that
during the last year the sales of the public lands

amounted to I.704 i,;.'i acres, and the receipts wore

82,207,678. Düring the iirst :l:ree quarters of the

present year the sales amounted to 81,266,068 acres,

and the receipts were .1.691,389. The aggregate
quantity of lands advertised for sale the present y--»r is

S 557)584 ar-r-'s. Land surveyed and not yet in marke».
9,357,615; estimated surveys of 184G, 11,355,000 acres.

In Uiiio. with slight exceptions, all the public land*
have bc>-n in market 35,394 s'-res were sold in Sept
for 8120,007 15. including Indian Improvements, worth
914,135, which is tone refunded to them.

In Indiana the only lands not brought into market are
those ceded by the Miami Indians, 3flö,r6s acres. -\
large portion of this cession is covered by selections
made by the State under t-.-e "rant for the Wabash and
Erie Canal.
The Southern peninsula of michigan (the original

Michigan.) bits ali been surveyed and offered for sal.-,
with the exception of23 township*, taid to be inferior.
Dunne the jear 462,741 acres lying in the Northern
peninsula.that part of Michigan lying between Lake
Superior and Green Hay.have been surveyed and are
now ready tor market.

In Illinois the lands have all been surveyed, ami of¬
fered (or sali- with the exception of 255,395 acres, which
include 242 409 a.-r. g withheld from 6ale inconsequence
of it- supposed mineral qualities.

In Missouri there have been otlered for sale this year
728,123 acresand there are now prepared for market
2,137,176 acres, of which 162^300 acres, situated in the
Copper Region on Current River, rind in the ' Clamorgan'
Claim, have been detained from market to wait farther
legislation in regard to the former, and to offer an oppor¬
tunity for a judicial investigation of the latter.

In Wisconsin 377,706 acres. lying between Wolf and
Fox rive.-s. have been sold. There uro 391,268 acres, ly¬
ing in the Mineral Point District, und North of tiie Wis¬
consin river, prepared lor sale.

In Iowa, 2,380,547 acres were advertised for sale in
two districts, Dubuqueand Fairfield. The sale for Fair-
held was postponed till May find June next. There mm-

ready for muik-t, exclusive of the postponed sales.
603,100 «eres; compri*ing_285,126acre* detained from
market in consequence of its supposed mineral qual¬
ities.

In Arkansas. 1,029 Ö2*i acrce have bci-n brought Into
market, aud thrre are new ready for market 2.003,019
acres; of this quantity 112.70s acres are reported to be
highly productive oflead mineral.

In Louisiana, 154.24'.' acres have been offered in mar¬

ket, and there remain 481,205 acres surveyed nnd not yet
offered for sale, the Inrg't portion of which interfere*
with the claims of Dautcrive and. De Bastrop viz : otia.ods
acres with the former and 22,400 with the latter.

In Mississippi there are 1,275,439 acres surveyed,
which are kept back tor the final action of the War De¬
partment iin the Cboctaw Indian claims.

In Florida, 686,186 acre* have Leen brought Into
market, and there tiro now ready for sale 1439,917
neres. The number ofpermits granted under the Act of
'Ulias been 1048, covering 167,680 acres.
The Commissioner rays the surveys of the public

lands and private claims generally, bare progressed in «

most satisfactory manner, arid great effort* have been
made to ensure correct surveys. The boundary ques¬
tion between Missouri and Iowa is not yet settled, and
the Commissioner argues its early adjustment- It is
recommended that the salaries of the Surveyor General
for Arkansas, lown, and Wisconsin, be advanced Irorn
91500 to S'-.'"0D per annum. Trie quarterly accounts of
tin- h eivers of Public Moneys have been settled, and
their balances punctually paid over, up to the 30th ol
Sept. lust. A large number ol patents has been issued
on old claims, which have n inmned lone in h state of
suspension. In many instances patents are withheld trom
claimants, from causes wholly hrremoveable under exist¬
ing law*, yet on tin- principles ofjustice, the purchasers
ai- ntitled to their patents be recommends, therefore,
tbatthe Secretary of the Treasury,the Attorney General,
and the Commissioner ofthe General Land Otlice. be
authorized by law to net as a Hoard, ami 1 xamine ml
cases of suspensions, upon principles of equity and.jus¬
tice. The Report thinks the present management of
the Mineral Lands by the War Department very Lad.
and recommends that the mineral region be opened to

public aale and private entry; nnd that the preemption
principle be so extended as to embrace the diggings,
discoveries »r.d improvements of red-lent miners in thai
region. Tin- Government have expended on account
o! the Mineral Lands lor '43 and '4. 920,729 11. while the
rent received amounts to only 4,tv>o 28.
The Report recommends the extension ol the preemp¬

tion principle to all settlers on unsurvcyed land alter the
extinguishment of the Indian title; to settler'' on sur¬

veyed land, whose settlements commenced prior to the
let June. 1840, and to extend to owners and residents of
prairie lurid so much adjoining timbered land ns may be
necessary for fese-inc fuel, ktc. it also recommends
that settlers be permitted to enter ti forty acre tract or

quarter section.
The Commissionernexi argues at some length in favor

ot a graduate reduction in the price..', the lands. Twenty
live ceti's. he thinks, should be the minimum price. He
tays the experiment of the graduation system has been
triedou the ChickSSaw Cession, and iins proved suc¬

cessful. It is proposed to divide the lands into live
classes, and that all that have been in nintkei not over
Bve years constitute the first elnss more than live, and
not exceeding ten years, the second class; more than
ten, and not exceeding fifteen, the third class; more than
fifteen, and not exceeding t« enty, the fourth class; mote
than twenty, aud not exceeding twenty-five, the fifth
elnss t and that all the residu« in market over twenty
live >enrs. and remaining unsold vest absolutely in the
particular State* ill which they are situated.

Lands brought into market hereafter, it is urged.
«bouid graduate through these classes in such a manner
as to continue subject to sale Bve years nt (1 25, five
years tiior>- at 81, five more at 7j cents, five more at 50
cents, five more at 25 cents und all lue residue remain-
log unsold, after passing through this series of gradua-
tioiis. should v.-st forever in the States. This plan will
immediately vest 420 321' acres in Ohio, lAWc.VS acres i
in Indiana.3.965.101 acres 111 Illinois, 2,307,225 acreshv!

Dr. White'-. Letter-, from Oregon. No. I.

To tht Editor of the Union : I
Siit: The territory of Oregon, extending from tlie

Rocky Mountains to the Pacific Ocean, a distance of
over n thousand miles, and from 42- to öl- 4U
north latitude, may. as to the general features of the
country, be conveniently brought under three great
divisions. The first or Eastern division is the most
extensive nnd I-ust valuable. It is aterile in many
portions; but owing to the mildness of the climate
and the nutritiousoess of the grass, vast herds of
Buffalo have there summered :uid Wintered from
time immcmoriaL Domestic herds have, at Port Hall
and el.-ewhere. done the same; and large caravans of
laden horses have annually passed through it in the most
unfavorable seasons of the year, well subsisting upon
the grass indigenous to the country.fastening the con¬

viction that even Eastern Oregon must be of much value
a* one of the best and most extensive grazing districts
in the world.
The watet courses from the Eastern extreme to the

Pacific Ocean are rapid in their descent, not admitting of
an extensive navigation.own the Columbia being nu\i
gable for only 135 miles. Their frequent interruptions
by the cascades and rapids have produced water

privileges unlimited as to extent and power, war-

ranting the conclusion that this country is destined,
by the facilities furnished by nature, to become a

large manufacturing country: more particularly as

wool niay be grown cheaper and easier than in
any other portion of the known world. I'pon Hear
River, between the Rocky Mountains and Fort Hull, and a

considerable district about and embracing that fort.
some eight hundred miles from the Pacific.we find n

favorable surface, fine grass, pleasant scenery, and a

good soil; but the country is sparsely timbered with'
trees of stinted growth. I forbear dwelling upon the
value and interesting character of the soda springs in I
t: is region, intending to devote to them n mure extend¬
ed notice hereafter.' Following the great emigration-
road at Fremont's Pass, and pursuing its direct and on

ward course over a most favorable surface lor a high¬
way, we come to another portion of Oregou more valua¬
ble for civilized man to dwell in.
The scenery in the neighborhood of the Boisce Liver

is varied, grand and imposing; the vales, table-ground
and hills well grassed, the timbers of better growth,
andhere andthere a little district better adapted to ugri-
culture. We now come to that portion embracing the
Blue Mountains, the Grande Runde, am! all that district
from Burnt River to the Cascade Mountains, covering
an extent of country of »>>out 400 miles from East to

the funds of the Society, or the interest thereof, when
invested in stocks, will sustain. 1. Let an equal
number of each sect represented be elected, s. Lei
the ministers living in Slave States be preferred
if they can be procured. 1'.. Let them be instructed
never lo speak of Slavery in the presence of Blacks
or slaves. -1. Let them for the present be confined
to the States of Mar, land, V irginia and Kentucky.
Let them be instructed to preach in the counties
where there are the fewest slaves. Let them be
men of ability end, though not fanatical, self-sacrifi¬
cing ami well versed in the political und economical
bearings of slavery as we'll as in its moral influences,
so that they may be able to show the non slave-hold¬
er, bow Slavery impoverishes his family.excludes
them from schools, churches, the liminrs of the Slate
and the general advantages of civilization.
We believe that a'scheme of this kind would do

infinite good. There could be no pretext for vio¬
lence on the part of Slave-holders, because the
Blacks would never hear. It would arouse a gen-

erous shame in the bosoms of our own Clergy and
force many to muke sacrifices in the cause ol Reli¬
gion and Liberty.
Now once more in great yearning of spirit for

the liberty of our country.the happiness of man
kiad.and the glory of God, we pray you to ques¬
tion each one his own conscience. Never let it be
said that our country called on us for help, in great
wo. and none heeded her voice!
We ask ail the friends of Constitutional Liberty,

and pure Christianity, to give tiie above an inser¬
tion in their Religious an.1 Political Journals.a re¬
